Agrees With Judge 

After the judging on the last class of the 
yearling show was completed at Timonium last 
month, the judge, Mr. Humphrey S. Finney, 
remarked about the condition and shape of the 
feet of many of the yearlings in the show. He 
said that the feet had not been properly 
trimmed, and he urged Maryland breeders to 
pay more attention to this detail. 

I heartily agree with Mr. Finney on this 
matter and feel that breeders should not neglect 
their horses’ feet. 

When a foal is born, the angle of his feet 
are exactly a continuation of the same angle 
as the short pastern. In the early history of 
horses they traveled a great deal every day and 
their feet would wear down at the bottom to 
keep the same natural angle. 

The foals of today do not get a chance to 
wear their feet down. They are in their stalls a 
great deal of the time instead of traveling as 
nature intended. 


It is very important to keep the proper 
angle of their short pastern so that it can 
articulate with the long pastern. 

Breeders should explain to their blacksmith 
the importance of this, and he will correct 
the problem.

What Was Dorf’s Motive? 

. • Just what has prompted Senator Dorf to seek a referendum on the 
bill, I do not know . . ”—from a statement by R. Bruce Livie y chairman of 
the Maryland Racing Commission. 


One man, Paul A. Dorf, came close to 
throwing the entire Maryland racing industry 
into complete chaos early this month with a 
petition for a referendum on Senate Bill 89. 

Fortunately, Mr. Dorf (who is a son-in-law 
of the Baltimore political power James H. 
(Jack) Pollack) failed to abide by the rules 
of the game and his petition was declared 
invalid by the attorney general. 

Dorf, a member of the Maryland Senate, 
tried to block the will of the legislature and 
the governor by gaining the signatures of 
over 21,000 Maryland voters in a petition for 
a referendum on the bill which is so vital to 
the State’s racing program. 

Obivously, money was spent by Dorf in 
his determined campaign to block consolida¬ 
tion of Maryland race tracks. But Senator 
Dorf failed to submit with his petition for 
referendum a statement on contributions and 
expenses as required by law. 

It was because of this failure to reveal 
where the money came from and how much 
money was spent that Attorney General 
Thomas B. Finan rejected the petition, de¬ 
claring it invalid. 

Mr. Finan quoted the law as stating that 
failure to file a statement (revealing con¬ 
tributors, their addresses and the amount paid 
by each) shall invalidate a petition. 

Ironically, this requirement was enacted by 
the Legislature last year after approval by the 
Senate committee of which Mr. Dorf is a 
member. 

Since Dorf failed to file such a statement, 
it will probably never be known where the 
money came from or how much was spent. 
But everyone interested in the welfare of 
Maryland racing would like to know the names 
of the contributors. 

It is difficult to fight enemies when they

remain anonymous. 

Although it was a narrow squeak for Senate 
Bill 89, the results of the legislation will be 
quickly apparent. 

Under terms of the bill, Bel Air, Baltimore 
Raceway and Cumberland are permanently 
eliminated as race tracks. The dates utilized 
by Bel Air (12) and Baltimore Raceway (24) 
have been transferred to Maryland’s three mile 
tracks—Pimlico, Laurel and Bowie. 

Cumberland’s twelve days are now assigned 
to Timonium, and six additional days have 
been added to the meetings conducted by 
Marlboro and Hagerstown. 

Additionally, Maryland’s three surviving 
harness tracks (Laurel Raceway, Rosecroft and 
Ocean Downs) have been given eight more 
days each, increasing their seasons from 24 
to 32 nights. 


Hugh O'Donovan Appointed 

Acting on the request of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association’s secretary- 
treasurer, the M.H.B.A.’s board of di¬ 
rectors created the new position of as¬ 
sistant secretary-treasurer last month. 

The board asked that G. L. Stryker, 
the secretary-treasurer, fill the post with 
a member of his own choosing. 

Major Stryker has selected Hugh J. 
O’Donovan as his assistant. 

Although Mr. O’Donovan is not cur¬ 
rently a member of the board, the as¬ 
sociation’s bylaws specifically state that 
none of the officers except the president 
need be board members.

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Groves Wins Championship Ribbon 
E. Taylor Chewnings Colt Is Reserve 


The Show Summaries 


An unnamed colt by Alerted out of *Maiana 
was named Grand Champion of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association’s 29th annual 
Thoroughbred yearling show held last month 
at Timonium. 

The colt was exhibited by his owner-breeder, 
Elry M. Groves, of College Park, Md., who, by 
virtue of the victory, gained his first leg on the 
Blarney Challenge Trophy which must be won 
three times to be retired. 

The judge, Humphrey S. Finney, selected E. 
Taylor Chewning’s colt by *Sea Charger out of 
Miss Tacaro as the Reserve Champion. 

Mr. Finney describes these two yearlings as 
being among the best he has ever seen in Mary¬ 
land—and that covers a lot of ground since Mr. 
Finney has been a close observer of the Mary¬ 
land scene for the past 40 years. 

The show was probably the best ever held 
in this State with 62 yearlings exhibited from 
an original entry list of 100. The number of 
contestants exactly doubled the number shown 
in 1962. 

The first class of the four-class program 
drew more horses than competed in all four 
classes in the 1962 show. 


When 32 yearlings entered the ring for Class 
I, the show committee caucased quickly and 
decided that for safety’s sake the class would 
be divided into two divisions. 

This forced Mr. Finney to select five semi¬ 
finalists from both divisions. 

These ten yearlings then competed as finalists. 

The ten were: Mr. Groves’ Grand Champion; 
Mr. Chewning’s Reserve Champion; Dr. John 
A. Hoy’s colt by Martins Rullah—Disparage; 
Stuart S. Janney Jr.’s colt by Tuscany—Forever 
Jet; Mr. Groves’ colt by Alerted—Swinging 
Star; Sarah T. Awkard’s colt by Danherst—Re¬ 
compare; Mrs. James Clark Sr.’s colt by Tuscany 
—Fashion Hit; Margaret M. Januska’s colt by 
Tuscany—Nanette; J. H. Williams’ colt by As¬ 
semblyman—Ghost Dance, and Wood lawn 
Farm’s colt by Prince Dare—Sun Rondeau. 

The crowd of 800 spectators found the 
weather nearly perfect during the afternoon, 
and a refreshment stand operated by the Church 
of Ascension of Westminster supplied all that 
was needed in the way of coffee, sandwiches and 
soft drinks.

Maryland) was the smallest class on the pro¬ 
gram with only three contestants. 

The winner was the Rabar Stable’s colt by 
Gain A’Foot out of Queen Brier. 

The Rabar Stable, a brand new outfit, is com¬ 
prised of three owners: Philip S. Heisler (man¬ 
aging editor of The Evening Sun), William 
Boniface (racing editor of the Sunpapers) and 
Dr. Webster H. Brown. 

Mr. Heisler explained that '‘Rabar’’ has no 
special significance ’except that it’s spelled 
the same way backwards and forward.” 

The Rabar Stable’s colt was the first horse 
bred by the outfit which has now expanded its 
holdings to include two broodmares.

T HE grand champion of last month’s 29th 
annual Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion’s yearling show was bred, owned and ex¬ 
hibited by a 37-year-old auditor for the United 
States governments General Accounting Office. 

Elry M. Groves owns only two broodmares, 
and he lives in College Park on a "farm” which 
consists of less than a half-acre of ground. 

' The barn is old and kind of beat up,” says 
Mr. Groves. "Actually, the only time I have any 
horses on the place is when my mares get close 
to foaling. The rest of the year I board them out. 

"But I always bring them home to foal. That’s 
the most exciting part of the breeding business. 
I sit up myself and watch the mares. I’ve only 
had trouble once. That time I was getting only 
one leg instead of two. 

"I called up Dr. (George) Palmer in Laurel, 
and he told me what to do. I followed his direc¬ 
tions, and everything turned out fine.” 

Asked how he felt when he was alone in the

barn and one of his mares commenced to foal, 
Mr. Groves said: 

"I’m scared to death. After it’s over I sit 
down and say: 'Thank God.’” 

Mr. Groves boards his two mares (*Maiana 
and Swinging Star) at the Otasaga Farm of 
Mr. and Mrs. Herbert G. Lytle near Dickerson. 

Edna Lytle and Elry Groves are friends of 
long-standing. They were both raised in College 
Park and both attended the University of Mary¬ 
land. 

"We took Mr. (Humphrey S.) Finney’s 
course in Light Horse Production when he was 
teaching it at the University of Maryland,” said 
Mrs. Lytle. "It was only a one credit course, but 
it was wonderful.” 

Said Elry: "I know Mr. Finney certainly 
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pushed me towards the Thoroughbred. I always 
think of Mr. Finney as Mr. Thoroughbred.” 

Mrs. Lytle laughed and nodded in firm 
agreement. 

"Remember, Elry, how we always tried to see 
if we couldn’t figure out some way we could 
take the course a second time?” 

Elry Groves majored in accounting at the 
University of Maryland. 

Edna Lytle (whose maiden name was Gris¬ 
wold) majored in animal husbandry. 

Apparently speaking for all the college girls 
who were at that time interested in horses, 
Mrs. Lytle said: "Elry was our idol.” 

Elry Groves and Edna Griswold continued to 
live in College Park after graduation and both 
retained their enthusiasm for horse shows, hunt¬ 
ing and riding. 

Vanning expenses ran high, however, and 
they started looking around for somebody who 
would take their horses to the shows for some-

thing less than the going rate. 

That was the way Edna Griswold came to 
know Herbert G. Lytle. 

Bert Lytle lived in College Park, too. And he 
had a two-horse trailer. 

Recalls Bert Lytle: "I hauled their horses for 
$5 apiece. But to hear them beef about the 
money, you’d think I was robbing them. 

"I know I must have been the cheapest haul¬ 
ing man around, or else they’d have dropped 
me and got somebody else.” 

Herbert Lytle and Edna Griswold were mar¬ 
ried in 1955, and now, instead of a two-horse 
trailer, the Lytles own a six-horse van. 

It was in 1954 that Elry Groves bought his 
first Thoroughbred broodmare—Swinging Star. 
The mare (a foal of 1946) is by Swing and 
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Sway out of Starry by * Stefan The Great. 

Swinging Star was in foal to Two Knaves at 
the time of purchase. The colt foal which she 
produced the following spring turned out to be 
a 17-hand animal which Mr. Groves has used 
exclusively for showing and hacking. 

"We call him The Dragon. That’s the name 
he shows under. I ride him myself. He’s wonder¬ 
ful, even though he never raced.” 

In subsequent years, Swinging Star produced 
Many Stars (by Manipur), Third Star (by 
*Shahpoor), Cover of Stars (by Parnassus), 
Heavenly Flame (by Flaming Fleet) and the 
yearling by Alerted which finished fifth in the 
class won by Mr. Groves’ other Alerted colt cut 
of *Maiana. 

Elry bought his second mare (*Maiana) in 
1958 when he was working in Panama for the 
General Accounting Office. 

"She was the only horse I ever bought with¬ 
out looking at her first,” recalls Mr. Groves. 


Horseman Of Account

"1 bought her through an advertisement in 
The Blood-Horse. The ad made her look attrac¬ 
tive, so I started writing to the man who owned 
her in England. After quite a few letters and 
pictures, I agreed to buy her. She cost me about 
$3,000, and that included importing her to this 
country. 

"Even after she got to the United States, it 
was about six months before I saw her because 
I was still in Panama.” 

Mr. Groves bred *Maiana to More Sun and 
to that cover she produced Lovely Affair. Her 
next foal was Flaming Affair (by Flaming 
Fleet), and then she foaled the Alerted colt 
which was judged Grand Champion of the 
show by Mr. Finney. 

"She’s a beautiful mare,” says Mr. Groves.

"She finished second in the broodmare class at 
Upperville. Right now she’s in Kentucky being 
bred to Neptune II.” 

Who gets the credit for the fine condition of 
*Maiana’s foal in the show? Was it the Lytles 
(at whose farm the colt is a regular boarder), 
or was it Groves? 

"It was Elry,” said Mr. Lytle. "He did the 
work.” 

Yes,” said the young bachelor,, "I worked on 
him, but it was Bert and Edna who did the 
feeding.” 

Asked about his grooming procedure, Mr. 
Groves said: 

"My routine while preparing for the show 
was to go home (College Park) after work 
(Washington) and eat dinner and change 
clothes. Then I’d drive out here to Dickerson 
(a 40-mile trip) and work on the yearlings until 
about 10 o’clock. 

"One of the things I’d pick up on the way 



out was a dozen eggs. I’d just break them in the 
feed tub on top of the feed and let the yearlings 
eat them, shell and all. They got to like them 
so much they would eat a half-dozen at one 
feeding. We stopped that the day of the show. 
Those eggs were getting expensive.” 

Even after Elry finished his work on the 
yearlings, he’d hang around Otasaga Farm and 
drink coffee with the Lytles. 

"Most of the time it was midnight before I’d 
get home,” recalls Mr. Groves. 

Elry never had any trouble talking horses 
with the Lytles. Unlike Mr. Groves (who works 
as an accountant and has his horses only as an 
avocation), the Lytles spend their every waking 
hour thinking horses. 

Said Mrs. Lytle: "Bert was in the horse

was the sergeant who handled the Packing and 
Equitation course for the officers. 

'Then after he got out of the Marine Corps 
we found our Fairy Godmother. That was 
Mrs. (George L.) Howe who sold us ten acres 
close to her Holly House Farm near Laurel. 

"We built our house and barn from lumber 
out of the woods on the place. Then when the 
Arabian people started to have those two-and-a- 
half mile races at Laurel, we got most of them 
to train. 

"At one time we had eighteen Arabians on 
the place. We had to gallop them and get them 
fit enough to run two and a half miles. With 
eighteen horses and ten acres of ground, things 
got a little cramped. 

"It wasn’t long before we knew we needed a 
bigger place if we were going to stay in the 
horse business. So last June we bought this 
place (45 acres) and moved in. There were no 
stalls on the farm. Just a loafing shed. Now 
we’ve got 20 stalls, and Bert did everything him¬ 
self. 

"Bert is remarkable. He’s a carpenter, plumb¬ 
er, horseman, van driver—he’s anything and 
everything when something has to be done." 

The Lytles have 28 horses on their farm 
now, including the promising stallion *Tar jo- 
man who stands on a $350 live foal basis. 

"We bought him at the Maryland Fall Sales 
last year," recalls Bert, "and we’re delighted 
with him. He has a wonderful disposition, he 
settles his mares quickly and he’s a full brother 
to *Tulyar. 

"I’ve even been showing him this year. We 
started him jumping during the winter, and now 
we’ve got him going so well that he’s been 
competing in green hunter classes. 
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"I remember one Saturday this spring when 
we bred him in the morning, and then put him 
on the van and took him to a show." 

What kind of a market are Elry Groves and 
the Lytles aiming for with their horses? 

Says Mr. Groves: "In the past. I’ve always 
sold my yearlings. But now I’m thinking I 
might keep them and race them. Prices haven’t 
been good for my horses, and if I could find the 
right trainer I might just hold on to them for 
awhile." 

The Lytles, too, are uncertain about whether 
to sell or keep. 

Says Bert: "I know I can’t go to the race 
track with them. Bobby Hilton was raised with 
us in College Park, and he’s a close friend. If wc 
ever have a runner of our own, I’d have to talk 
it over with Bobby." 

And while they’re waiting ("this is a slow 
business,” says Mr. Groves), Otasaga Farm con¬ 
tinues to expand. The next project on the draw¬ 
ing board for carpenter-plumber-horseman-van 
driver Herbert G. Lytle is the construction of a 
new house. 

"I m going to build it right over there by 
those trees," says Otasaga Farm’s master.

A long-time Maryland resident has been 
named by the University of Maryland Board 
of Regents to head its Cooperative Agricultural 
Extension Service.

International Now $150,000 

John D. Schapiro, president of Laurel Race 
Course, has announced that the purse for the 
12th running of the Washington International 
has been increased to $150,000, an increase of 
$25,000 over last years prize. 

In making the announcement, Mr. Schapiro 
had this to say: "The increase is prompted by 
our desire to keep our purse in line with other 
important races on the national and interna¬ 
tional scene. I hope that the many fine sports¬ 
men, both here and abroad, whose interest has 
contributed to the success of our race, will 
recognize our continuing efforts to raise the 
standards of this race.” 

Schapiro went on to point out that the first 
six finishers in this year’s 12th running of the 
classic will share in the purse. The breakdown 
of the new purse structure will award $90,000 
to the winner; $25,000 for second place; $15,- 
000 for third; $10,000 for fourth and $5,000 
for both the fifth and sixth-place finishers. The 
International will be run on November 11. 



Rejected's Lemon Twist 

Although there were no Maryland-breds in 
the Preakness this year, Lemon Twist, son of 
the Maryland stallion Rejected, attracted quite 
a bit of local support. 

Lemon Twist wound up fourth in the mile 
and three-sixteenths race, earning $7,500. He 
was no threat to the first three (Candy Spots, 
Chateaugay and Never Bend), but he was com¬ 
ing on strong at the finish and would have been 
closer at a longer distance. 

Rejected, sire of Lemon Twist, stands at the 
Pistorio Farm of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel M. 
Pistorio. The horse earned over $500,000 dur¬ 
ing his career and was the winner of three 
$100,000 races. 

Lemon Twist, owned by Theodore D. Buhl, 
has earned nearly $70,000 during his two years 
of racing. Prior to his start in the Preakness, 
he captured the $27,950 Illinois Derby at a 
mile and an eighth. The Illinois Derby was run 
at Sportsman’s Park. 

Other stakes-placings for Lemon Twist in¬ 
clude seconds in the Louisiana Derby, Arkansas 
Derby and LeCompte Handicap and a third- 
place finish in the Blue Grass Stakes.

A NEW name was injected into the Maryland- 
bred 3-year-old picture last month when 
Raritan Valley captured the $20,000-added 
Maryland Derby at Laurel. 

Raritan Valley, owned by Anderson Fowler’s 
Glenelg Stable, missed Laurel’s one-mile track 
record by only a fifth of a second when he 
captured the Maryland Fund race in 1.37 3/5. 
The track record of 1.37 2/5 was established by 
the Belmont Stakes winner Celtic Ash in 
1960. 

Performing like the good colt that he is, 
Raritan Valley won by a length and a quarter 
over Hilltop Stable’s Bonny Johnny, the 9-5 
favorite. Finishing behind the first two were

Tania, the dam of Raritan Valley, was a poor 
race horse. Unplaced in all seven of her starts 
at 2 and 3, she concluded her racing career 
by finishing last in a $5,000 claimer at Sara¬ 
toga in 1955. 

During her entire career, Tania raced in the 
colors of her breeder, George D. Widener. 

Tania’s first foal arrived in 1959, and this 
colt, County Chairman, was also from the first 
small crop of Mrs. Fowler’s stallion, Assembly- 
man. 

Bred to * Royal Vale following County Chair¬ 
man’s birth, Tania produced her second foal— 

Raritan Valley. 

Raritan Valley was foaled at Worthington 
Farm in I960 and the mare was returned to 
Assemblyman. The result of that mating is the 
gray gelding Baitman. 

Mr. Fowler sold Tania to the Weymouth 
Stables in a private transaction when the mare 
was carrying Baitman in utero. 
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Raritan Valley scores by length and quarter over the favored Bonny Johnny (outside horse). 


Then, last year, Mr. Fowler repurchased Tania 
from the Weymouths, and in the deal was 
Baitman who was then a yearling. 

Baitman, second in his first two starts this 
year as a 2-year-old, races in the colors of the 
Fowlers’ Glenelg Stable, but he was bred by 
Mrs. George T. Weymouth. 

Tania’s foal of 1962 (a gray filly by Saratoga) 
was consigned by the Weymouth Stables to the 
Maryland Fall Sales last October. 

She was purchased by Hal C. B. Clagett on 
a bid of $2,600. 

Achieves Real Stature In 

Obvously, the filly’s value has increased 
sharply since being acquired by Mr. Clagett. 

At the time of purchase, the filly (then a 
weanling) had only modest credentials. Her 
dam, Tania, had produced only one winner— 
County Chairman. 

County Chairman, a winner at 2 and 3, was 
stakes-placed, having finished second in 1961 
in the New Jersey Breeders Stakes. 

Now, in addition to the stakes-placed County 
Chairman, Tania has produced the stakes-win- 
ning Raritan Valley and also Baitman who 
finished second in his first two starts as a 2- 
year-old. 

Mr. Clagett, delighted with the success of 
Tania’s foals this year, says he has not fully de¬ 
cided on whether to keep or sell his Saratoga- 
Tania yearling. 

"I’m thinking about putting her in the East¬ 
ern Fall Sales,” says Mr. Clagett. 'But I may 
change my mind. She’s the kind of filly a man 
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ought to keep. She should make a fine brood¬ 
mare after she’s finished racing.” 

Although Raritan Valley went into the Mary¬ 
land Derby as a comparative unknown (he had 
earned only $7,440 as compared to $25,674 for 
Knocklofty, $34,762 for Bonny Johnny, $29,- 
130 for Dr. Giddings and $38,955 for Might 
and Main), he came out of the race with a name 
which will be forever set in bold-faced capital 
letters in sales catalogues. 

Raritan Valley had won only two races out 
of ten starts prior to the Maryland Derby. His

victories were both achieved last year at New 
Jersey tracks. The colt has never run for a 
claiming price.

G REY Scandal, a grey daughter of *Brunetto 
—Nortell, by El Mono, won the $15,000- 
added Walden Stakes at Pimlico on May 17 to 
become the first Maryland-bred two-year-old 
stakes winner of the season. In winning the five- 
furlong stakes in 1:01 the filly became her 
English-bred sire’s first stakes winner. 

Bred by Thomas R. O’Farrell and foaled at 
his Windy Hills Farm, Westminster, on May 
8, 1961, Grey Scandal was sold as a yearling at 


lengths after swerving at the start. 

She has not raced under a claiming tag since. 

Jacobson put away the Maryland-bred filly 
until the New York season opened. In two 
Aqueduct starts in April she finished third both 
times, to Castle Forbes and ’Taint Funny, both 
highly promising fillies. 

Her next—and fifth—start was in the 
Walden. Run this spring as a Maryland-bred 
stakes for the first time, the Walden attracted

the first annual National Horse Sales’ Yearling 
Sale at Fair Hill, Md., last July 13. 

Consigned by Windy Hills Farm, Grey 
Scandal fetched a legitimate bid of $1,300 from 
Joe O’Farrell, general manager of Ocala Stud 
and brother of the filly’s breeder. O’Farrell took 
Grey Scandal to Ocala Said, broke, trained and 
sold her in February to Trainer Harold (Buddy) 
Jacobson for $7,500. Jacobson, leading trainer 
in New York this year and a nephew of Hirsch, 
Sidney and Eugene Jacobs, made the purchase 
for Anthony Chiaravallot and Carmine Minna, 
who race as R-R Stable. 

Grey Scandal made her first start a few weeks 
later, when, on February 19 at Hialeah, she 
finished sixth in a field of 14 maidens after 
being all but eliminated at the start. Coming 
out only three days later under a $10,000 claim- 
ing tag, she was much the best, winning by six 
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55 nominations and eleven starters. Grey 
Scandal was third choice in the wagering to 
Edgehill Farm’s Busy Jill, winner of both of 
her starts by wide margins, and Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s Seat of Honor, a son of Citation— 
Sit This Out whose racing class was implied 
more than demonstrated. The latter had been 
second twice and fourth once in his three starts 
going into the Pimlico feature. 

Breaking second from the inside post posi¬ 
tion, Grey Scandal was always in the thick of 
the fight, got the lead when the early pace¬ 
setter, Benedict C., bore out leaving the turn, 
and held off the fast-finishing Busy Jill to win 
by three-quarters of a length. Her time of 1:01 
over a fast track was two full seconds slower 
than Itsa Great Day’s course record. 

Grey Scandal carried 114 under the allowance 
conditions, receiving three pounds from the 
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runner-up. Jockey Robert L. Baird, who came 
to Maryland with the T. Alie Grissom stable 
this spring, was the winning jockey. 

The Walden was worth $11,180 to Chiara- 
vallot and Minna, who already are off the hook, 
having paid only $7,500 for the Carroll County- 
bred miss. 

O’Farrell received more in breeder and stal¬ 
lion bonuses ($2,250) from the win than he 
got when he sold the filly. 

The Walden brought Grey Scandal’s earn¬ 
ings to $14,905, gained through two wins and 
two thirds in five starts. 

* Brunetto is a grey horse by the Epsom 
Derby winner Dante (topweight on English 
Free Handicap at two and three, and sire of 
classic winners) and out of the great Hyperion s 
daughter Cincture. The latter also is the dam of 
the stakes winner Seraphina, the stakes-placed 
Florida Tosca and the winner Sandalwood. 

*Brunetto’s first four dams are stakes-winning 
stakes producers. His fourth dam is half-sister 
to the dam of the mighty sire Prince Rose.

Cup twice, Melrose H. S., and third in the Rous 
S., Cambridgeshire S., Coronation S., and Rose 
of York S. 

Imported to this country by Max Gluck, 
owner of Elmendorf and former ambassador of 
Ceylon, * Brunetto bowed while in training at 
Ocala Stud. He was then sent up to Windy 
Hills to enter stud, serving his first mares in 
1957. Tom O’Farrell was standing Rough n 
Tumble at Ocala the same year, sending all of 
his mares, save one, to the sire of Yes You Will 
and My Dear Girl. 

When O’Farrell received # Brunetto in 1957 
it was with the understanding that he was to 
keep the horse.

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Maryland-Bred Rules 

(from the Maryland Racing Commission’s Rules of Racing) 

392. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse 
must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. To qualify for such 
registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and, in addi¬ 
tion, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding 
stock continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare hav¬ 
ing conceived in Maryland the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal 
covered by a ^daryland stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam 
at time of foaling. 

(b) Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland 
Racing Commission, and the decision of the Commission shall be final. 

(c) To be considered a Maryland stallion, it is required that he be in the State 
of Maryland for at least one full breeding season, commonly understood to be 
the first six months of a year, or if the stallion is brought in subsequent to the 
start of the breeding season he must be approved as a Maryland stallion by the 
Registration Committee of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association.

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The Half-bred Horse 


From Hawaii to Florida, Texas to Canada 
come enthusiastic reports on the rapidly gain¬ 
ing popularity of registered Half-Breds (half- 
Thoroughbreds). Mrs. Beverly A. Brunke, 
Kailua, Hawaii, who is on the state advisory 
board for 4-H horsemanship writes: "Years 
back Parker Ranch brought in nothing but 
Thoroughbreds and they have been the biggest 
influence on island horses. We have a strong 
4-H horsemanship group here and many nice 
quality horses carrying half and better Thor¬ 
oughbred blood.” 

Horse show manager, Drury Nelone, Oahu, 
Hawaii, reports they have three qualified shows 
with special and open classes for Half-Breds in 
the Wheeler Air Force Base Show with English, 
Western and Hunter classes, using miles of turf 
at AFB to set up hunter courses and treasure 
hunts through the pineapple fields. 

There is active interest in Florida in breeding 
Half-Breds for racing: in Canada for pleasure 
and working horses; a rancher in New Mexico 
calls the Half-Bred a "working horse and a 
Sunday horse ; shows in the Northwest are 
scheduling Half-Bred English and jumping 
classes; shows with Remount classes and being 
held in Idaho and Montana. 

For over 25 years the U. S. Range Livestock 
Experiment Station, Miles City, Montana, has 
been carrying on the Remount program of 
improving succeeding generations of their Half- 
Breds with more Thoroughbred blood and re¬ 
port there is an excellent market for them in 
hunter and jumper country. Some of their 
horses are classified 31/32 and 63/64 Thorough¬ 
bred on their registration certificates. 

Owners in Virginia, where the breed has long 
been the choice for hunters and jumpers, are 
now interested in organizing a Half-Bred Club. 

In California, Colorado, New Mexico, Okla¬ 
homa and Texas retired cavalry officers are 
running horse farms, breeding, training and 
teaching equitation with Half-Breds which 
proved so versatile and successful for the Army. 
These horses, found on many a polo and 
equestrian team, are also now winning favor 
with devotees of Cowboy Polo. 

It was the goal of the Army Remount Service 
to establish in this country the American Half- 
Bred type, similar to the Australian and Irish 
Half-Breds. 

More and more Thoroughbred stallion own¬ 
ers, realizing that promoting the Half-Bred is 
promoting the Thoroughbred, are encouraging 
4-H and Junior horsemen and advertising their 
stallions which are available to grade mares.

A Pony-Clubber 


Turned Jockey

Members of the Seneca Valley Pony Club 
in Montgomery County have a special reason 
to be reading that fine print in the racing 
results these days because one of their former 
members has turned out to be a top-ranking 
apprentice rider. 

Jockey D. D. Smith, as he is listed on the 
programs in Maryland and West Virginia, is 
believed to be the first member of a United 
States Pony Club to become a race rider. He 
competed for two years as a "C” and later a 
"B” rider with the Seneca Valley club before 
he made his way to the Maryland racing scene 
just a year ago. 

The 19-year-old youngster is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Donald F. Smith, who have a small 
horse farm near Rockville. His full name is 
Donald Douglas Smith, known as "Doug” to 
his Pony Club constituents and his former 
classmates at Poolesville High School, from 
which he was graduated in 1962. 

Doug Smith had been crazy about horses 
all his life, and originally was a member of the 
Loudoun County Pony Club when the Smiths 
lived in Virginia. He set his mind early on 
a career with horses, and eventually went to 
work on spare weekends for Mrs. Margaret 
Teller Riggs, a true perfectionist in the horse 
game, who immediately was impressed with 
his ability and perseverance. 

He participated in Pony Club rallies aboard 
an erstwhile polo pony which he converted into 
a jumper, and spent his off afternoons working 
with Mrs. Riggs’ hunters and Thoroughbred 
broodmares on her farm near Darnestown. She 
helped him with his show ring riding, but 
advised him to stick to the Thoroughbreds if he 
really intended to make a career of horses.

Doug had nearly decided to go to work for 
a show stable near Middleburg, Va., after his 
high school graduation, when Mrs. Riggs de¬ 
scribed the boy to an old friend, Frank D. 
Christmas, a Maryland trainer who had a farm 
near Poolesville. Christmas said he needed an 
exercise boy, but his first guess was that this 
youngster—5-foot-five and broad-shouldered at 
18—might gain too much weight to be a jockey. 

However, he met Doug, watched him ride 
a few hunters, and liked the boy’s quiet way 
with a horse so much that he took him to the 
track for several weekends while he still was 
attending school. 

This boy is a natural with horses,” Christmas 
later told Mrs. Riggs. "In spite of his height, 
he looks as if he could go a long way at the 
races. I’d like to give him a chance.” 

The Smith family agreed, and Doug reported 
for work in mid-June. He immediately showed 
such talent that even the starter and his as¬ 
sistants couldn’t believe that this was the boy s 
first race track experience. 

Brought along far more rapidly than the 
average rider, because of his solid background 
with hunters, Doug rode his first race last 
August at Shenandoah and attracted considerable

cause he rode well, but also because of his 
politeness and his dedication to his job. 

His biggest moment came last October 11 
when Chrismtas sent him to the post aboard 
an old "family horse,” Fight Talk, who was 
making a comeback after two years’ retirement 
as a hack and lead-pony. Carrying the colors 
of Mrs. Christmas, Fight Talk won by a head 
and marked a memorable occasion for Jockey 
D. D. Smith, now on his way to an apprentice¬ 
ship. 

Doug was interested in horsebacking, but he 
also was nursing an ambition to be a trainer 
himself some day, and he spent many hours 
working with Christmas on ailing legs and 
the thousand-and-one facets of a racing stable. 

Trainer Christmas was killed in an automobile 
accident in Virginia last December, and Doug 
Smith felt keenly the loss of a friend as well 
as employer and sponsor. He credits his boss 
with teaching him a great deal about race riding, 
and confesses that Christmas was right about 
his weight problem, which still bothers him 
occasionally. 

"I try to stick to broiled meat and stay away 
from starches and fattening stuff, and so far it’s 
working pretty well,” he says. 

His best day’s work to date occurred recently 


at Charles Town, when he brought in three 
winners and moved into the top three of the 
jockey standings. 

His favorite horse still is Fight Talk, whom 
he visits nearly every weekend at the Christmas 
family’s Poolesville farm. 

And as for the future of D. D. Smith, any 
Seneca Valley Pony Clubber will asure you that 
he has all the makings of a fine horse trainer.

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Maryland Fund Report 


Pimlico’s Program 


Disappoints 


Although four Maryland Fund races were 
scheduled for the 12-day Pimlico meeting, only 
one was contested. 

The single Maryland Fund race used was the 
$15,000 Walden Stakes, won by R & R Stables 
Grey Scandal. The 2-year-old daughter of 
* Brunetto was bred in Carroll County by 
Thomas R. O’Farrell. 

Of the other three Maryland Fund races, two 
failed to attract the minimum field of five 
horses and the third was discarded because the 
five horses entered did not constitute a ’quali¬ 
fied” field in the opinion of officials. 

The disputed race, an overnight handicap for 
fillies and mares, was headed by All Brandy, 
winner of three stakes in 1963. Lowest weighted 
of the five entrants was Kitty Beale, a mare who 
normally competes in the lower-class claiming 
events. 

Those who argued that the race should have 
been run point out that the event was a handi¬ 
cap, and that, by definition, a handicap brings 


all horses to even terms through variation in 
weight assignments. 

Those who maintain the race should not have 
been run contend that a 20-pound spread 
wouldn’t begin to bring Kitty Beale up to All 
Brandy’s class. Weight could bring them to¬ 
gether, but the assignment for All Brandy 
would have to be so great that no owner would 
accept the burden for his horse. 

In any case, the handicap was not run. It 
should get some kind of an award as the most 
talked about race of the year which was never 
contested. 

Concerning the cancellation of Maryland 
Fund races, the law reads: " ... If any Mary¬ 
land-Bred Fund race fails to attract at least five 
separate qualified entries, then the Commission 
shall cancel the race and the purse shall not be 
paid out of the Fund. . . ” 

The joker in this sentence is, of course, the 
word ’’qualified.”
